, Washington, D. C., Dec .——[Spe- 
otal. }—Battle casualties of the United 
States forces in the world war num- 
‘Dbered 60,150 deaths and  182,6/4 
wounded, it was disclosed today in a 
report released by the adjutant gen-| 
éral’s office. Total casualties amounted | 
‘to 244,173. 

Of the batfle deaths, 37,568 occurred 
in action and 12,942 resulted .from 
wounds received in action. Accidental 
wounds and shell shock were not con- 
sidered in compiling the statistics. The 
records show 5,016 cases of shell shock 
were treated. 

. More than 33 per cent of the) 
wounded were gas. casualties. Of u 
‘grand total of 206,545 wounds suffered 
by 195,556 individuals, 127,228 were 
caused by gumshot, 68,975 (33.40 per 


cent), by gas, 9,486 by shell, 229 by i

Typhoid Laden Sewage 
| Goes in Niagara River.

{Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 

| Buffalo, N. Y., Dec. 10.—{Special.] 
This city, having for many years 
ent its filth and typhoid laden wastes 
Mirectly in the pure great lakes 
stream and the drinking water of its 


neighbors, has not even a pian to of.-. 


fer, nor a dollar to spend, for a 
‘remedy. 

“Buffalo is pouring the poilutions 
ffom its 550,000 population into the 
Niagara river, sole drinking fountain 
of the cities downstream, and at the 
same time is zealously protecting its 
own drinking water supply in Lake 
Erie. 

‘With this skeleton in their own 
closet, the mayor, other officials, and 
the shipping and commercial interests 
of Buffalo are leaders in the war to 
prevent Chicago from sending its poi- 
sonous wastes down the drainage ca- 
nal, which never is used as a water 
supply. They ask the Supreme court 


to force Chicago to put its sewage in 


Lake Michigan, ceasing the water di- 
version which now carries it down 
the drainage canal. 

| Water Pewer Interests. 


Here, in the stronghold of the water 
power interests of the United States 
and Canada, is the heart and origin of 
the war upon Chicago. From here, it is 
charged, has come the gold to fight 
the war and the weapons of false 
propaganda. Behind the cloak of the 
levels fight has been seen a war upon 
the lakes to the gulf waterway, and in 
behalf of power lords who might sutf- 
fer by the diversion. 

Buffalo, like other large cities on the 
great lakes, excepting Chicago, is 
poisoning the great inland water basin 
with the muck of its civilization. Chi- 
Cigo, Nene of whore wastes go into the 
lake, is guilty of none of this. 

Cities along the course of Buffalo’s 
unlawful pollution, including the Tona- 
wandas and Niagara Falls, have paid 
with hundreds of lives taken by ty- 
phoid. They still are paying the ghoul- 
ish fee, but have succeeded in mini- 


ae mizing the danger through the instal- 


lation of costly filtration plants. 


Suffer From City’s Failure. 
Buffalo citizens suffer also from the 
failure of the city to do what Chicago. 
long since has done, namely, the in- 


stallation of sewage disposal plants. 


In Delaware park, the city’s only 
large playground, is a small Jake. Boat- 
ing is a sport on tHe lake, but the fans 
dip their oars into almost raw sewage, 


for the lake divides the course of Sca- 


jaquada creek, a stream which has be- 
come an open sewer. All through the 
park the stench from this’ pond per- | 
vades the air. 
. Like Stagnant Stream. 
The Buffalo river is little better than 
a stagnant stream, alive with germ 
laden wastes dumped into the river 
from sewers. It empties into Lake 
Erie, but swift currents carry it away 
from the Buffalo water intake into the 
Niagara. Sometimes heavy winds carry’ 
the pollution over to the intake, and 
then the water is badly polluted. 
Twelve years ago the International 
Joint commission, composed of Ameri- 
can and Canadian engineers, con- 
demned the Buffalo pollution and

‘THE JOINING OF CHURCH 
TO STATE. | 
At the opening of congress Senator Bruce of 
Maryland said that the separation of church and 
state in the United States is becoming a dead 
letter. There are no bishops sitting in congress by 
virtue of their ecclesiastical office, and the churches, 
although exempt from taxation, are not supported 
by it. Nevertheless, the sectarian influence upon 


and interference with legislative processes has 
. @arried organized churches into politics and into 


government, as organizations. 

The purpose is to produce conformity by law 
and not by persuasion. It is the province of the 
clergy to work by precept, persuasion and example 
for the maintenance of right living and in the 
Services of worship. The matters with which the 
clergy has particularly to do do not fall within 
the scope of law in a free country. They are in 


@ssence matters of belief and opinion in which 


freedom is necessary and to which law is inimical. 
The early history of religion was one of coercion. 
People acquired liberty by getting away from that. 


A difference was made between acts in which they 
must conform to the state and acts and opinions 


which were guided by their conscience or their 
will. The church was the repository of their con- 
science. 

Early American clergymen did not want 
Quakers freedom of belief and worship. There was 
a bit of trades unionism in that. The New Eng: 


land ministers were authoritative persons. The 


government was age “The franchise was 
restricted and contained within the church. The 
Quakers did not need ministers and were thought 
to threaten the political system, the position of 
the minister, his authority, and his livelihood. 
Consequently they were tortured and driven out. 
In a free country people should be very careful 
how they use law. At this period of human de- 
velopment it is not necessary to break ground for 
fundamental laws. They have all been evolved out 


_ of human experience. Laws for the general regu- 


lation of human conduct do not need the explorer, 


- inventor, or discoverer. 


New laws regulating conduct will nearly always 


be found coming from people who seek to require | 


Obedience from other people who do not grant 
it out of their own conscience or! opinion. Many 
of these codes of conduct are matters of church 
discipline where they properly regulate persons 
subscribing to the doctrines of the church. 

They may appear merely as moral and not as 
religioug ideas and yet represent the judgments 
If people are brought to 
conformity and into association by persuasion, 
there is a free country. If they are brought into 


this attitude by coercion of law, liberty is gone.. 


When the organized churches enter politics and 
government they do so to obtain state authority 
for their ideas. The minister then becomes a 
politician, and he seéks to obtain what he wants 
in matters of belief; opinion and conduct not by 
Persuasion exercised from his pulpit. but by acts 
passed in the legislature. 

Politics in its best form is expedient and com. 
promising. It gains ground by yielding ground. 
We have recently seen in this state that many 


clergymen Were willing to sacrifice considerations 


of public morality in government to the expediency 
of putting a dry vote in the United States senate. 
It is true that other ministers opposed them and 


took the higher ground, but they were of the mi- 


nority. The methods of church and state are so 
opposed in their essentials and in their principles 
that the introduction of the church in politics pro- 
duces a degeneration in both. 

_ Ministers who seek to gain objects which should 
not be sought in politics do not retain uncompro- 


mised the ideals and standards of the churches. 


There is thus a breakdown in the true forms of 
government and another in the proper influence of 
the church. The separation of church and Hert 
is justified by experience. 

When churches seek to establish certain rules 
‘of conduct by political action and legislative en- 
actment they have entered a field which may have 
no limit. They have certain profound convictions 


which, as they perceive them, vitally affect life 


It is bound to seem superiatively desirable that 
all men should be brought to see the light and 

to live in conformity, and that this shall be ac- 
complished by law if necessary. 

It is not true that the church effort thus far has 
‘been confined to support of ideas of public morality 
generally agreed upon. The sumptuary law im- 
be@ded im the constitution involves a matter of 
personal habit and self-discipline, and the funda- 
mentalist laws touch matters of religious belief. 

‘The organized politica! activities of the churches, 
the legislative lobbies of religious bodies, and the 
activities of religious “ grand juries” supported by 
large political funds, give great concern to Amer- 
icans who hope to have their country retain its 
traditions and its influence as a place of individual 
‘Mberty under proper laws. 

There are persons who cannot siatesetnnii-tne 
difference between a proper law and an improper 


one. They find in the ability to pass law moral 
for ‘its existence and a grant of sanc- 
tity to its enforcement. As people of such opinion

WHICH ROUTE TO THE SEA? 

Maj. Gen. Jadwin believes in the St. Lawrence 
route as opposed to the so-called all-American 
route from the great lakes to the sea and he 
has so reported to congress. The general finds 
that it will cost $173,000,000 to construct a channel 
25 feet deep on the St, Lawrence route, while it 
will cost more than $500,000,000 to build a channel 
of the same depth across New York state to the 
Hudson. He pdints out that the St. Lawrence im- 
provement can be made eventually to develop 
5,000,000 electric horse power by an additional 


| expenditure of $650,000,009 and that the Income 


from the power can be made to pay the whole 
cost of the improvement; on the other hand, the 
all-American route, he.says, has only negligible 
| hydro-electric possibilities. | 

Gen. Jadwin’s figures are impressive. If the 
question were to be decided only by a comparison 
of costs the controversy might be considered 
‘settled; but there are other considerations with 
which, as an engineer, he was not concerned, 
There is, for igstance, the matter of national 
pride. The taxpayers of the United States will be 
called upon to lay out many millions of dollars 
and it is only natural our citizens prefer to have 
the money spent entirely within the national 
frontiers. This may be considered a purely senti- 
mental consideration, particularly in view of the 


Uniteé States, but practical men in congros*, we 
suspect, will be the last t> ignore its bearing on 
the question. They will not wish to override the 
‘sentiments of their constituents. As a matter of 


| fact, the desire to build the channel on our own 


soil is not entirely a matter of sentiment. The 
all-American route would serve to link the nation 
more closely together, to increase the ‘nterde- 
pendence of the middle west and our seaboard, and 
to keep all the profits to be derived from the now 
route within our own country.

Canada has fought the diversion of lake 
dvater at Chicago, needed to make the Missfssippi 
route a success, Canada’s opposition raises the 
question whether the dominion is willing to co- 
operate with this country on any watcrway 
project. Congressmen from the Mississippi vailey 
will show no erthusiasm for an appropriation 
which will be of at least as much benefit tc the 
obstructionists in Canada as it will be to Ameri- 
cans. “ Mutually satisfactory arrangements” is 
a phrase which covers a great deal more territory 
than at first might be suspected.

THE CHRISTMAS TREE. 
Christmas is coming, and with it the inevitable 
renewal by persons with the best notions in the 
world of the demand to give up Christmas trees 
in order to save our forests. There is no need to 
give up the Christmas tree, and this should be 
understood by those who would deprive the Christ- 
mas season of a ceremony and a decoration that 
adds so much to the holiday cheer. 

Each year in the United States some 5,000,000 
firs, spruces, pines, cedars and hemlocks receive the 
decorations and the homage of the Christmas tree. 


figures sound formidable, but they are not. 

The acreage represents only one-tenth of one 
per cent of the total number of acres cut annually 
in the United States. The trees sold bring more as 
Christmas trees than they would if sold for any 
other use. Many of them come from forests where 
the cutting out of these small trees encourages the 
growth of larger trees to lumber size.. Much land 
that) would otherwise lie idle and produce no rev- 
enue is being made to grow Christmas trees and is 
bringing in a nice profit. Properly cut, and even 
without any new planting—depending entirely on 
natural regeneration—land may be kept produc- 
ing Christmas trees year after year. ! 
Professiona! foresters do not object to the cutting 
of Christmas trees. Conservation does not mean 
allowing trees to grow until they die and rot; it 
means the wise use of trees and care exercised 
that those cut are replaced by new ones. Those 
who object to Christmas tree cutting can prop- 
erly demand conservation but not-—as has been. 
suggested—a federal law which would make the 
cutting of a Christmas tree a crime. ct 

There are few symbols of family happiness, 
childish joy, which match the Christmas tree. It 
is the token of Christian peace and good will, anda 
youngster’s ecstasy and gfatification. It would 
take a calamitous danger indeed to justify the re- 
linquishment of the Christmas tree with its pile 
of gay packages beneath the boughs, its twinkling 
lights and tinseled ornaments, ita one 
star at the very top.

twenty years of patient, conservative, and yet for- 
ward looking effort on the part of the most trusted 
leaders in the three uniting communions. The 
union was at once a fulfillment and a prophecy, and 
was immediately recognized throughout the Chris- 
tian world as an event of far more than ordinary 
significance, not only*for Canada but for Chris- 
tianity and the Christian church. : 


How is church union actually workingeout? 
I have been in a favorable position to know the 
developments of the last year and a half, and I

Another significant fact is the splendid response 
made to the first financial appeal for the work of 
the whole church. Rightly to appreciate this re- 
sponse it must be borne in mind that all the Cana- 
dian churches, in common with those in the United 
States, have found it either impossible or at best 
extremely difficult during recent years to raise 
the absolutely mirilimum budgets for the work at 
home and abroad. Drastic reductions in expendi- 
tures and heavy deficits in income have been re- 
corded om both sides of the line with deadly regu- 
larity. This Was true with respect of each of the 
three churches entering the union. Moreover, to 
make matters worse, the refusal of a considerable 


union, coupled with the fact that the overwhelming 
majority of the missionaries at home and abroad 
voted in favor of union, Meant that the sources of 
income had been reduced without lessening the 
expenditures, In addition to this there were very 
heavy legal and other costs connected with the 
consuramation of union and the setting up the nec- 
essary machinery of the new church. When once 
it was made clear, however, that the money was 
really needed, our people, rich and poor alike, rose 
finely to the occasion and thus we were able to 
meet all the maintenance requirements of the 
year, wipe off accumulated deficits, clear off the 
heavy legal and other costs, and start out on the 
second year of history as a united church, not 
only unencumbered, but with a surplus, 


Another significant feature of the year’s history 
was the work of a series of special commissions. 
By*means of these thé whole work of the church 
was considered afresh With a view to securing such 
forms of permanent organization as would conserve 
the best interests of the church and, moreover, do 
this with the greatest economy in men and money. 
Two dangers lay immediately in the way of ac- 
complishing this: one, that such regard should be 
paid to past practices’ and even to denominational 


‘prejudices as would result in a series of compro- 


mises rather than in a dispassionately considered 


acter, namely, that such regard should be paid to 
a perfectly balanced system as would result in 
gross injustice being meted out to a loyal body of 
able men who had served their respective churches 
for long years in most responsible posts as editors, 
secretaries, professors, and .in other ways. It is 
generally agreed that the commissioners did their 
work with great intelligence and with utmost 
frankness, and at the same time with equal human- 
ity and brotherliness.

MOTTLED TEETH.

New York, Dec. 11 —(#)—Discovery 
of several species of plants hitherto 
unknown to science was announced | 
today by Dr. Nathaniel L. Britton, 
director {n chief ofsthe New York 
Botanical garden.

With another couple we were able 
to buy, jointly, a 200 foot piece of 
ground in one of the forest preserves, 
a woodsy, ideal spot. The plot was 
divided equally in two and we began 
by clearing a site for a garage to

The one thing that the Civic Opera company has not got 
around to doing is translating its title. It will be known as 
“Tiefland.” It was, héwever, known as a play in this coun- 
try some years ago when Bertha Kalich acted in it under the 
title of “Marta of the Lowlands.” It was first a novel by 
Guimera about a Spanish village in a valley—hence the 
“lowlands "—-then made into a libretto by Rudolph Lothuir, 
and given a final touch of cosmopolitanism by being set by 
Eugen d’Albert, the pianist and composer who was born in 
| Scotland and lives in Germany. 

Composer d’Albert, Conductor Henry G. Weber, and Stage 
Director Charles Moor worked together on it last summer in 


’ order to prepare a singable translation. It was then put into 


rehearsal to be sung by no less a cast than Claudia Muzio, 
Lorna Doone Jackson, Irene Pavloska, Helen Freund, For- 
rest Lamont, Giacomo Rimini, and Alexander Kipnis.
